Another feature of the amendment, which 


I shall barely mention, is that your judges. 
•when elected, are to draic lots for the post 
of Chief Justice. This, although not ex- 
pressly provided, except when the commis- 
sions of two or more expire at the suue 
time, is the practical operation of tlie clause 
which regulates the duration of the several 
terms. 
Why the people were not permitted 


to Select, a Chief Justice for themselves, who 
should preside over the Supreme Bench for 
a specific period, is not easily divined. 


A third objection, aud to some minds one 


of eonsideraljlc weight, remains io be ex- 
amined. By the operation of the amend- 
ment in its present shape, the terras of the 
entire Bench of Judges throughout the com- 
monwealth, both those of the Supreme Court", 
and those presiding in your several Courts 
of Common Pleas, are instantly determined 
and their commissions revoked. If a result 
like this vrerc accomplished by an act of the 
Legislature, or by any other means than an 
amendment of the Constitution, it would Le 
utterly ineffective. 
The duty of a Court 


would be to deelarc it null and void, as a 
law impairing the obligation of contracts. 
Hat suppose, in the capacity of a sovereign 
people, you luitf the power thus to revoke 
commissions solemnly conferred fe>r a spe- 
cific period! Still though acting within the 
bounds of legal right, are you not working 
a groat injustice?
